Library Statistics / Budget - Daniel 

- We have had great attendance to activities and the budget for them may need to be increased for next 
year 

- There has been a very large increase of collection transfers from county to county over the last year.

- Signed off building inspections - Burt, Shane, and Daniel walked through the buildings and only found 
small issues that need to be addressed.  

o Burt - Shane was very accommodating and helpful. 
- Paul Evans did an Eagle Project and planted some trees between the benches at the Duchesne Library 

in front. 
- The Duchesne summer reading closing event is tomorrow at 1 pm. 

- Completion for the tracking sheets was due last week. 
- Roosevelt’s summer reading program will still be going for a couple more weeks. 1000 people signed 

up.  They will be renting the pool (entire facility) on Aug 17 at 7 – 9 pm.  Patrons will be notified by 
invitation when they complete it.   

- Roosevelt’s Harry Potter Party is July 29 at Strata Building at 1 pm – they could use some extra hands 
to help. 



- Altamont and Tabiona Outreach – both have been contacted. Tabiona has a drop box ready to go when 
their community center is ready.
